ONAWAY — Although 
there have been regular re- 
ports of fishers in the 
Lower Peninsula, the De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources had not been able 
to confirm fishers south of 
the Mackinac Bridge — until 
now. 

Recently Melissa and 
Nate Sayers of Onaway 
were out for walk in North 
Allis Township, located in 
Presque Isle County, when 
they saw something odd. 

“We heard the neighbor’s 
dog barking at a base of a 
tree, and we saw a ball of 
fur up in the tree; we ini- 
tially thought it was a bear 
cub,” said Melissa Sayers. 
“Then it moved, and we re- 
alized it wasn’t a cub!” 

The DNR was notified of 
the sighting and was pro- 
vided pictures. Local DNR 
wildlife biologist Jennifer 
Kleitch investigated the lo- 
cation where the pictures 
were taken and confirmed 
the photos were legitimate. 

“This is very exciting, 
but we always want to be 
sure,” stated Kleitch. “We 
treat every rare animal 
sighting very seriously, and

we must have evidence we 
can follow up on and inves- 
tigate to make a definite 
identification.” 

Historically fishers were 
found throughout both the 
Upper and Lower peninsu- 
las, although by 1936 defor- 
estation and unlimited 
harvest resulted in the 
species vanishing from 
Michigan. Beginning in 
1961, fishers were reintro- 
duced to the Upper Penin- 
sula, and by 1989 the U.P. 
fisher population had re- 
covered enough to establish 
a limited trapping season in 
the western U.P. 

“Tt’s great to see another 
native species return to 
parts of its former range,” 
said DNR furbearer special- 
ist Adam Bump. “Fishers 
are another species in 
Michigan that benefit from 
habitat management and 
science-based harvest regu- 
lations.” 

Now that fishers have 
been confirmed in the 
Lower Peninsula, the DNR 
would like to gather addi- 
tional information. Those 
who believe they have seen 
a fisher in the northern

Home prices back on the rise 


At last, most indicators point to a 
genuine recovery in the housing 
market. After nearly six years of de- 
flating home prices, the housing 
market is finally, firmly on the path 
to recovery. Last year home prices 
nationwide rose by 4.9%, and the 
median price for existing homes 
jumped by almost $14,000, to 
$185,000, according to Clear Capital, 
a provider of real estate data and 
analysis. Buyers turned out in 
7700 greater numbers in 2012, driven by 
affordable homes and historically 


low mortgage rates. Strict guide- 
lines for getting a mortgage, how- 
ever, continue to hinder the ability 
of some would-be buyers to close 
the deal. 

All the positive trends for the 
housing market will drift into 2018, 
becoming more entrenched as the 
economy picks up steam in the sec- 
ond half of the year according to in- 
dustry analysts. Market observers 
agree that home prices will keep 
rising in 2018, but they disagree by 
how much. Clear Capital’s forecast 


is at the higher end, with an overall 
gain of about 5% in 2013. Others 
think prices will rise by 2% or less. 
As the recovery blooms, “sellers 
will smile more, and buyers will 
need a more concentrated focus,” 
says Lawrence Yun, chief econo- 
mist for the National Association of 
Realtors (NAR). Home buyers can 
expect to face stiff competition for 
fewer highly desirable homes.

Amendment to Section 8, Administration of Ordinance - The following provisions for
